Meeting budget 
promise means 
service cuts: City 


Shy of 2%. Honouring 
mayor’s campaign 
guarantee may not 
be worth the harm 


City administration told coun¬ 
cillors that despite putting on 
the pressure, they’re not sure 
they can squeeze two per cent 
in savings from Edmonton’s 
$2-billion budget without hurt¬ 
ing services. 

Administrators updated 
council on the two per cent 
initiative, which was a major 
campaign plank in the 2013 
civic election by Mayor Don 
Iveson,. Iveson vowed to scour 
the budget yearly to find two 
per cent in savings and report 
publicly on those efficiencies. 


Administration has found 
$15 million in the budget of 
what would be $23 million 
required to meet the goal. 
Budget chief Loma Rosen told 
councillors that without look¬ 
ing at either reducing services 
or raising fees, she believes it 
will be difficult to find the last 
$7 million. 

Iveson said he didn’t intend 
the idea to become a burden on 
residents. 

“I don’t want to achieve 
this goal by nickel-and-diming 
people,” he said. 

The $15 million includes 
savings from both the Edmon¬ 
ton police and public library, 
but administration said both 
those organizations are hoping 
to re-invest their savings in 
other parts of the operation. 

Coun. Amarjeet Sohi said he 
didn’t want to send administra¬ 
tion on an aggressive cost-cut- 
ting exercise if it came at the 
expense of services. 


Silver lining 


“I fully expect we're going 
to want to re-invest this 
money.... That’s better 

than jUSt a taX CUt.” Don Iveson 

“Our citizens expect a high 
quality of life and they’re ac¬ 
customed to a high quality of 
services,” he said. 

Currently, without incor¬ 
porating the $15 million in 
savings, administration is pro¬ 
jecting that next year’s tax hike 
could be as high as 5.4 per cent. 
That also doesn’t include about 
$20 million in unfunded pro¬ 
grams that city administration 
will ask council to weigh in on. 

Iveson said his goal of a 
two per cent target is not 
necessarily about cutting 
taxes, but about constantly 
improving the city’s financial 
performance.

Kijiji abuse. 

Police warn 
of personal 
robberies 
through 
online ads 

Edmonton police are urging 
residents to think twice before 
opting to sell things online, as 
they’ve seen a rash of personal 
robberies involving pepper 
spray, following Kijiji connec¬ 
tions. 

Downtown division mem¬ 
ber Cst. Dexx Williams said po¬ 
lice are seeing a high number 
of personal robberies, along 
with an increase in robberies 
involving items advertised 
online — some involving the 
use of weapons. 

“We have seen an increase 
in pepper-spraying incidences 
in particular,” said Williams. 

According to police, the 
crimes usually begin on Kijiji 
between a potential buyer and 
seller. Once the pair meets, the 
bogus buyer will make off with 
the item. 

Generally, the targets of the 
crime are technology items, 
like smartphones and comput¬ 
ers, Williams said. 

“Essentially you are adver¬ 
tising you have something of 
value,” he added about the 
online classifieds website. 
“People who are predatory will 
be looking for that opportunity 
to take it from you.” 

“I think most people don’t 
expect this level of violence,” 
he said. “The reports we see 
typically are the extremes.” 

EPS recommends meet¬ 
ing in a public place, prefer¬ 
ably with cameras and other 
people. 

“If they get a chance, it 
never hurts to take a picture 
of the person in advance,” Wil¬ 
liams said.

Robot voice coming. 

Police aiming to ease 
pressure on call centre 



Starting Thursday, Edmon¬ 
tonians will find themselves 
chatting with a robot voice 
when dialing the non-emer¬ 
gency line, as part of an ef¬ 
fort to deal with the huge 
surge in call volumes. 

The police are flipping 
the switch on an interactive 
voice response system that 
will allow callers to get infor¬ 
mation about police services 
without talking to an oper¬ 
ator. 

Sgt. Mitch Liwczak of the 
communications branch 
said police hope callers who 
just need a little information 
about something like crim¬ 
inal record checks won’t be 
waiting on hold. 

“You could be going from 
sitting in a 10-minute queue, 
or maybe even longer, to get¬ 
ting in right away,” he said. 

Liwczak said the non¬ 
emergency line takes in more 
than 560,000 calls a year and 
police hope this system will 
handle the 20 per cent of 
calls where people are just 
looking for information. 

“It’s just not practical to 


expect to be able to talk to 
a call-taker with that kind of 
call volume,” he said. 

The non-emergency call 
centre also handles 911 calls 
during peak periods and Liw¬ 
czak said having the system 
will also free up operators. 

“You can imagine how 
that will free them up to deal 
with calls that they really 
need to be dealing with,” 
Liwczak said. 

Police have also made 


changes to the 911 system 
and are now giving callers an 
estimated time of arrival for 
police officers. 

Insp. Erik Johnson said 
they have been hitting their 
targets for the most part. 

“We can tell people we 
will be there in two hours, 
but unfortunately, we’re 
a dynamic city, where if a 
shooting happens or a homi¬ 
cide happens, we can’t meet 
that target.” 


The new system cost the 
police about $50,000 to set 
up and the police will be 
billed based on usage for 
the system. 


• In addition to the non¬ 
emergency calls, the 
police received 362,000 
emergency calls in 2013.

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Buses filling in. LRT 
to shut down Sunday 
for Metro Line testing 


All LRT stations will be closed 
Sunday as city crews test the 
signal system for the new 
Metro Line. 

With signaling the last 
step before the Metro Line 
can be opened later this year, 
city officials say it’s crucial 
that the line gets tested. 

The project’s opening date 
was initially delayed after the 
contractor needed more time 
to hammer out kinks in the 
signaling system. 

“Everything else is pretty 
well ready,” said Wayne 
Mandryk, manager of LRT 
design and construction with 
the city. 

Magnetic transmitters 
used to locate where trains 
are on the track will be test¬ 
ed along the whole line to 
“make sure that everything 
lines up,” both on the track 
and in the control centre, 
said Mandryk. 

Buses will replace LRT 



service all day Sunday along 
the Capital Line (Clareview to 
Century Park) and bus route 
505 will replace LRT service. 

Buses will stop at every 
station between Clareview 
and Century Park with a ser¬ 
vice frequency of seven to 
eight minutes. 

The new line is expected 
to add 13,200 weekday riders 
to Edmonton’s LRT network.

montonian Edmund Aunger 
is riding his bike more than 
2,750 kilometres from Ed¬ 
monton to Winnipeg to raise 
awareness about the lack 
of completed Trans Canada 
Trail (TCT) paths in Alberta. 

“When we tried to ride 
the Trans Canada Trail in 
Alberta, we were forced to 
abandon our efforts and 
travel on some very scary 
roads and highways. (Eliza¬ 
beth) wanted to see (the 
Trans Canada Trail) com¬ 
pleted, but most of all, she 
wanted it to be accessible,

Aunger in a release. 

Aunger has started a pe¬ 
tition urging the Alberta 
government to finish the 
more than 1,200 kilometres 
of unfinished trail in the 
province by July 1, 2017, in 
time for Canada’s 150th an¬ 
niversary celebrations. 

With only 58 per cent of 
the TCT completed, officials 
say it can be difficult to get 
rural communities to agree 
on the trails.

ASIRT deems police 
actions lawful 
following 2013 
Taser incident 

Alberta’s incident response 
team has determined no 
charges will be laid, fol¬ 
lowing an investigation 
into the Taser death of a 
39-year-old man who had 
an altercation with Edmon¬ 
ton police. 


According to a statement 
from the Alberta Serious 
Incident Team (ASIRT), the 
officers’ actions during the 
October 2013 arrest “were 
lawful and justified.” 

The statement goes on to 
detail the events of the even¬ 
ing, which started shortly 
after 11 p.m., when the pair 
patrolling near 96 Street and 
106A Avenue noticed a “pos¬ 
sible assault.” 

As the officers attempted 
to arrest a 39-year-old man 
involved in the incident, 


they deployed their Taser 
“to gain control,” following 
a lengthy struggle, the state¬ 
ment continued. 

While Emergency Ser¬ 
vices treated the man on 
scene, he had to be trans¬ 
ported to hospital, where he 
later died. 

The statement goes on 
to note ASIRT “conducted a 
thorough, independent and 
objective investigation.” 

The team said it will not 
be laying any criminal char¬ 
ges.

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Alberta forest loss 
worst in foothills: 
Satellite imagery 


Global Forest Watch. 

Industrial development 
is cutting through 
forests, data suggests 


A report based on new satel¬ 
lite imagery says forests on 
the slopes of Alberta’s Rocky 
Mountains are disappearing 
more quickly than anywhere 
else in the province — in¬ 
cluding the oilsands area. 

The Global Forest Watch 
data, to be released Thurs¬ 
day, suggests industrial 
development is cutting 
through forests on the east¬ 
ern slopes at twice the Can¬ 
adian average and faster 
than countries that include 
the United States, Russia and 
Brazil. 

“By any measure or

comparison, this is a large 
amount of forest loss,” said 


Global Forest Watch spokes¬ 
man Peter Lee, who reached 
that conclusion using a data¬ 
base of hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of satellite pictures. 

The information was 
compiled and processed by 
scientists and technicians at 
the University of Maryland 
and Google Earth. It used 
Landsat imagery from 2000 
to 2012. 

Lee used that information 
to look at Alberta, where 
previous studies had already 
found the most industrially 
affected forests in Canada. 
He found that in those 12 
years, the eastern slopes of 
the Rockies lost 6.8 per cent 
of their forests that weren’t 
in a protected area. That out¬ 
paced the rate of deforesta¬ 
tion in the oilsands region, 
which came in at 5.5 per

Beach decision left 
to the sands of time 



Future civic leaders will de¬ 
cide whether you can dip 
your toes in the sand in 
Louise McKinney Park, as 
today’s councillors voted to 
move away from a dug-in 
debate. 

Councillors were being 
asked to consider approving 
the controversial beach pro¬ 
ject, even though any con¬ 
struction of the project is 
being held off until at least 
2019 because of the nearby 
LRT construction. 

Coun. Scott McKeen 
argued for the project as an 
investment for downtown 
families were he said it’s dif¬ 
ficult to find a place to play.

The project is part of 
a long-planned and long- 
delayed series of proposed 
upgrades in park.

Coun. Bryan Anderson, 
however, was one of those

Add Ontario’s attorney gen¬ 
eral to the list of people who 
have a bone to pick with Jus¬ 
tice Minister Peter MacKay. 


Madeleine Meilleur calls 
MacKay’s recent remarks 
about female judges “veiy 
unfortunate” — particularly 
when Ontario has elected its 
first female premier. 

The Toronto Star reported 
that MacKay attributed the 
dearth of women on the 
bench to a lack of applica¬ 
tions, reportedly linking that 
to a fear among women that 
they might be appointed to 


a circuit court, which entails 
more travel. 

MacKay found himself in 
hot water again Tuesday over 
Mother’s Day and Father’s 
Day emails to staff — one 
saluting mothers for holding 
down two full-time jobs at 
home and at work, the other 
lauding dads for raising “the 
next generation of leaders.” 

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper defended his justice 


minister Wednesday, saying 
MacKay’s comments have 
been unfairly characterized 
as sexist. 

Meilleur says there are 
veiy competent women in 
Ontario and Canada who are 
able to be judges and the 
province’s judicial bench is 
proof of it. She noted that the 
chief justice of the Ontario 
Court of Justice is a woman. 

The federal process for ju¬ 


dicial appointments is veiy 
different from Ontario’s, 
which includes a requirement 
that the advisoiy committee 
recognize the desirability of 
reflecting the diversity of the 
province’s population in the 
candidates they select, she 
said. “We always look to make 
sure the judges represent the 
Ontario community,” Meil¬ 
leur said. 

MacKay, for his part, has 


said that he did not make the 
comments attributed to him 
in the report. “In addressing 
a few dozen lawyers I took 
the opportunity to encourage 
MORE women and minorities 
to apply to be judges, to en¬

Vancouver. Beluga whale 
research heads north amid 
controversy over captivity 


As debate swirls around keep¬ 
ing captive whales, the Van¬ 
couver Aquarium is taking 
its beluga research back to 
the wild with a study in the 
Arctic. 

Next week, Behavioural 
ecologist Valeria Vergara is go¬ 
ing to Cunningham Inlet, on 
Summerset Island, about 800 
kilometres north of the Arctic 
Circle, to study the sounds be¬ 
lugas make in the wild. 

Vergara says the area has 
seen many changes due to 
climate change and she wants 
to establish a baseline for be¬ 
luga communications before 
global warming opens the 
Northern Passage to shipping. 


Since the birth of the calf 
Tuvaq in 2002, aquarium staff 
have been studying the vocal 
calls between beluga cows 
and their young. 

The research trip comes 
as the non-profit aquarium 
is under renewed pressure 
to stop keeping belugas and 
dolphins in captivity — in¬ 
cluding a call from Vancouver 
Mayor Gregor Robertson to 
end the practice. 

But Vergara says the re¬ 
search at the aquarium helps 
scientists understand the be¬ 
haviour of belugas in the wild 
and how environmental chan¬ 
ges are affecting them.

Thousands gather 
in Pyongyang, U.S. 
veterans attend 
ceremony in Seoul 


North and South Korea on 
Wednesday marked the 64th 
anniversaiy of the Korean war 
that ended in a truce and left 
the nations bitterly divided. 

Thousands of North Ko¬ 
reans took part in a huge rally 
in Kim Il-sung Square in cen¬ 
tral Pyongyang. Signs praising 
North Korea’s leaders past and 
present decorated the square. 

The chairman of the Pyong¬ 
yang City People’s Commit¬ 
tee spoke from a balcony, his 
speech punctuated by chants 
and raised fists from the 
crowd in the square. Speech¬ 
es from representatives of 
workers, farmers, and young 
people followed his remarks. 

In South Korea, U.S. veter¬ 
ans of the war were among 
people attending a ceremony 
in Seoul. 

The 1950-53 conflict ended 
with an armistice, not a peace 
treaty, leaving the peninsula 
still technically in a state of 
war. Periodic skirmishes have 
taken place on land and at sea 
and public officials in both 
Koreas routinely use harsh 
rhetoric to describe the rival 
nation, the associated press 


Second World War, Forced 
into prostitution, women 
march to Japanese embassy 


Filipina women forced into 
prostitution by the Japanese 
militaiy during the Second 
World War marched Wednes¬ 
day to the Japanese Embassy to 
demand justice and to criticize 
Philippine President Benigno 
Aquino Ill’s silence on the issue 
during his visit to Japan. 

Six women in their 80s and 
some two dozen supporters 
picketed the embassy to call 
on Prime Minister Shinzo Abe 
to apologize and compensate 
them for their ordeal. 

“Abe should be made to 
answer for what the Japanese 
soldiers did to us,” said Estelita 
Dy, 84. “Justice is what we 
need, justice now.” 

Dy denied she and others 
were volimtaiy prostitutes, as 
Japanese nationalists argue. 

“We are already old (but) 
we will not stop until we can 



obtain real justice, until we can 
make sure that there will be 
peace based on justice,” said 
Virginia Villarma, also 84. 

Historians say 20,000 to 
200,000 women from across 
Asia, many of them Koreans, 
were forced to provide sex to 
Japan’s front-line soldiers.

Middle East Palestinian 
inmates end hunger 
strike in Israeli prisons 


Dozens of Palestinian prisoners 
ended their 63-day-long hun¬ 
ger strike on Wednesday, after 
reaching a deal with Israeli 
prison authorities, a Palestinian 
official said. 

The development comes 
against the backdrop of a broad 
Israeli ground operation in the 
West Bank, in search of three Is¬ 
raeli teens who went missing in 
the Palestinian territoiy nearly 


two weeks ago. There have also 
been near-daily rocket attacks 
from Gaza, prompting Israeli 
airstrilces in retaliation. 

Since 2012, Palestinian 
prisoners have staged a series 
of hunger strikes to protest 
“administrative detention,” a 
policy that can keep some pris¬ 
oners in custody for months 
without charges.

The University of Ottawa has 
suspended its men’s varsity 
hockey program for the en¬ 
tire 2014-15 season and fired 
the team’s coach following an 
internal investigation into al¬ 
legations of a gang sex assault 
by players on a tournament 
trip to Thunder Bay 

University president Al¬ 
lan Rock would not divulge 
the details of the internal 


report during Wednesday’s 
announcement, as there is a 
separate police investigation 
in the works. 

“We know enough to say 
what happened there was un¬ 
acceptable,” he said. 

However, the university did 
release a report of recommen¬ 
dations to improve school var¬ 
sity sports, including updating 
the coaching handbook and 
conducting an annual review 
of all guidelines on athlete be¬ 
haviour. 

Rock said the coach was 
not involved in the alleged 
incident, but he had tried to 
discipline those students on 
his own. 

Thunder Bay police say 
they’ve completed their in¬ 
vestigation into the Jan. 30-to- 
Feb. 2 incident, are reviewing 
the case with the Crown and 
expect to make an announce¬ 
ment “of some sort in coming 


weeks.” 

Anne-Marie Roy, president 
of the Student Federation of 
the University of Ottawa, said 
she’s happy the university is 
changing its policies, but add¬ 
ed that more needs to be done 
to address rape culture on uni¬ 
versity campuses. 

“I don’t think that what’s 
happening with the hockey 
team at the University of Ot¬ 
tawa is an isolated case,” she 
said, adding that the vast ma¬ 
jority of sexual assaults are un¬ 
reported. “This is something 
that is experienced on other 
campuses, as well.” 

The University of Ottawa 
and the student federation 
have each implemented a task 
force that’s looking into rape 
culture on campus. 

The school suspended the 
men’s hockey team last semes¬ 
ter as well, following news of 
the Thunder Bay incident.

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Utah’s gay marriage ban ruled 
unconstitutional by appeals court 



Unprecedented. Gay 

rights supporters earn 
pivotal victory in appeals 
court for unlikely state 


A U.S. appeals court on Wed¬ 
nesday ruled for the first time 
that states must allow gay 
couples to many, finding the 
Constitution protects same- 
sex relationships and mov¬ 
ing the issue one step closer 
to a possible Supreme Court 
decision that could affect the 
countiy at large. 

Gay-rights supporters have 
seen a remarkable winning 
streak in courts across the 
countiy in recent months. 

The latest decision up¬ 
held a lower-court ruling that 
struck down Utah’s gay mar¬ 
riage ban. However, the 10th 
U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals 
panel immediately put the 
ruling on hold so it could be 
appealed, either to the entire 


10th Circuit or directly to the 
nation’s highest court. 

“All I can say is that we are 
thrilled,” said Kody Partridge, 
one of the plaintiffs. 

The office of Utah’s attor¬ 
ney general said it plans to ap¬ 


peal the ruling to the Supreme 
Court. The office also left open 
the possibility of requesting a 
review from the full panel of 
judges at the 10th Circuit. 

The three-judge appeals 
panel found that states can¬ 


not deprive people of the 
fundamental right to many 
simply because they want to 
be wedded to someone of the 
same sex. The panel found it 
“wholly illogical to believe 
that state recognition of the 


love and commitment be¬ 
tween same-sex couples will 
alter the most intimate and 
personal decisions of oppos¬ 
ite-sex couples.”

Greek authorities say they have 
broken a massive lotteiy scam 
targeting Germans that tricked 
about 360,000 people into pay¬ 
ing to take part in non-existent 
draws. 

A police statement Wednes¬ 
day said two Greek men have 
been arrested on suspicion of 
running the ring, whose illicit 
earnings allegedly exceeded 36 
million euros ($50 million) in 
nearly four years. 

The crackdown came after 
authorities enlisted the help of 


German law enforcement. The 
ring allegedly used illegally pro¬ 
cured lists of German betting 
company clients, whom they 
then phoned, offering cash 
prizes or free holidays in return 
for a monthly subscription of 
about 30 euros ($41). 

It was unclear why only 
people in Germany were tar¬ 
geted, but the country is much 
wealthier than Greece. Police 
said the two suspects arrested 
Tuesday in Athens were Ger-

Extremists 
bomb centre as people 
meet to watch World Cup 


An explosion blamed on Islam¬ 
ic extremists rocked a shopping 
mall in Nigeria’s capital, Abuja, 
and police said 21 people were 
killed. 

The blast came as Nigerians 
were preparing to watch their 
country’s Super Eagles play 
Argentina at the World Cup in 
Brazil. Many shops at the mall 
have TV screens but it was un¬ 
clear if the explosion was timed 
to coincide with the match, 
which started an hour later. 

Witnesses said body parts 
were scattered around the exit 
to Emab Plaza, in Abuja’s up¬ 
scale Wuse 2 suburb. 

One witness said he thought 
the bomb was dropped at 
the entrance to the mall by a 
motorcyclist. All spoke on con¬ 
dition of anonymity for fear of 
reprisals. 

Soldiers shot and killed one 
suspect as he tried to escape 
on a power bike and police 
detained a second suspect, 
government spokesman Mike 
Omeri said in a statement. 

Billows of black smoke 
could be seen from a kilo¬ 
metre away, and police said 17 


vehicles were burnt out in the 
blast. 

“I heard the explosion and 
(felt) the building shaking,” said 
Shuaibu Baba, who had a nar¬ 
row escape. He said he rushed 
downstairs to find that the driv¬ 
er who had dropped him a few 
minutes earlier was dead. “I 
asked the driver to come with 
me, and he said ‘No,’ he would 
wait for me in the car.” 

Police Supt. Frank Mba said 
17 people were wounded and 
21 bodies were recovered. 

It is the latest in a series 
of violent attacks blamed on 
Islamic extremists. Nigerian 
security forces appear incap¬ 
able of curtailing the near-daily 
attacks concentrated in the 
northeast, where Boko Haram 
extremists have their strong¬ 
hold. 

On Tuesday night, extrem¬ 
ists in the northeast attacked a 
military checkpoint and killed 
at least 21 soldiers and five 
civilians, witnesses and a hospi¬ 
tal worker said Wednesday. 

Abuja is in the centre of 
Nigeria and the militants have 
spread their attacks to the cap¬ 
ital. Two separate explosions in 
Abuja in April killed more than 
120 people and wounded about 
200 at a busy bus station. Both 
were claimed by Boko Haram, 
which has threatened further

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Ukraine finally to sign EU trade 
agreement that set off revolution 


Deal. Country's 
exporters to get more 
access to Europe now, 
while Ukraine will open

On Friday, Ukraine will sign a 
sweeping economic and trade 
agreement with the European 
Union, a 1,200-page telephone 
book of a document crammed 
with rules on everything from 
turkeys to tulips, cheese to ma¬ 
chinery. 

Yet the agreement is far 
more than just fine print for 
experts; it was the catalyst of 
a revolution that killed scores 
of Ukrainians and toppled 
a president. The hope now 
is that it will spark another 
kind of revolution, this one in 
Ukraine’s corrupt, underper¬ 
forming economy. 

The deal holds out the

promise of sweeping change 
in a country rich in people and 
resources, but which has lagged 
behind many of its former 
Soviet peers. 

Consider: When the Soviet 
Union broke up in 1991, 
Ukraine and Poland — the first 
a part of the bloc, the second 
ruled for decades by Moscow- 
backed communists — were 
on par economically. Ukraine’s 
economy is still based largely 
on privatized Soviet enterprises 
in mining, steel and machineiy. 

By contrast, Poland cre¬ 


ated better conditions for busi¬ 
ness and new industries arose. 
Poland joined the European 
Union in 2004 and is now 
roughly four times richer than 
Ukraine, measured in econom¬ 
ic output per person. 

Former president Vik¬ 
tor Yanukovych had planned 
to sign the deal but reneged 
under pressure from Moscow, 
setting off months of protests 
that eventually forced him into 
exile and led to new elections. 
The new president, Petro Poro- 
shenko, is due to sign the docu¬ 
ment Friday at a ceremony in 
Brussels. 

The heart of the agreement 
is a comprehensive trade deal 
that eliminates 98 per cent of 
EU tariffs and 99 per cent of 
Ukrainian ones — taxes that 
governments put on imports 
to protect their domestic pro¬ 
ducers. Eliminating tariffs on 
goods and services should spur 
more trade, jobs and growth.

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THE NEAR-DEATH THAT WASN’T 


I’ve never had great life skills, but I’ve come to 
realize I don’t have great death skills, either. 

I was in an accident recently where I could 
have been killed—this happens to me every 
three years or so — and the impact it had was, 
well, absolutely nothing. 

Shouldn’t I be inspired or something? 

In my defence, it wasn’t much of a near¬ 
death experience: I fell off my bicycle at a busy 
intersection. 

To the people who saw the accident, it like¬ 
ly looked less like a matter of life and death 
and more like a schmuck faceplanting comic¬ 
ally into the pavement. But, if it had a laugh 
track for them, it was Adagio for Strings play¬ 
ing in my head, as I tumbled in slow motion 
toward the pavement and thought, “I might 
get run over before I have a chance to turn around.” 

Fortunately the driver behind me was not on his phone, so

my corpse did not end up on Instagram with a fil¬ 
ter giving my skin a healthier tone than it ever 
had in life. 

Which leads to my first lacking death skill: 
Isn’t my life supposed to flash before my eyes? 
The message from most inspirational speakers is 
that “one day your life will flash before your eyes, 
so you’d best make it a good show” or some such. 
But when I fell, all I saw was the streetcar track I 
wiped out on, the pavement and the truck grill. 

I’d been promised a Vine of my life’s greatest 
moments, and instead it would have been like I 
was browsing stock photography. If the car had 
hit me the last images before death would have 
been a close-up of an interracial handshake and a 
woman way too happy about her salad. Not that 
I’m ungrateful. I totally prefer being alive. 

In fact, immediately afterward I decided to celebrate. I was 
alive! Time to live! This led to my second death deficiency: My 


big response to near-death was to get a fancy coffee with 
whipped cream on it. 

I’m not sure which is sadder: That this is my idea of living it 
up, or that my response to avoiding death was to order a drink 
that would push me closer to it. 

Finally, and most damningly, the accident did nothing to 
motivate me into a better life. It freaked me out for a few hours, 
because we’re just bags of meat that should have ‘FRAGILE’ 
stamped on our bodies.

Now I feel fragile for a couple of hours, have an expensive 
coffee and write a column. I think I’m OK with that. 

But change my life in a big, noticeable way? 

Well, that’ll be the day that I die.

Decks have become an es¬ 
sential feature of a modern 
home and a hub of activity 
for life in the summer, so 
most homeowners would 
rather spend their time 
enjoying them, not main¬ 
taining surfaces.

ents, Mallett says he tries to 
divert their thinking to long- 
lasting because, if nothing 
else, homeowners will have 
to power wash their deck 
every year to extend its life. 

“It often comes down to 
the kind of stain they use,” 
he says.

People pick cheaper stains 
and end up having huge 
maintenance issues down 
the road.” 

Mallett says when a home- 
owner is spending $10,000 
on a deck, an extra $200 on 
well-trusted premium stain 
is pennies when you consid¬ 
er the amount of mainten¬ 
ance needed in future if you

put on a bad product. 

“I’ve seen so many people 
put on a cheap stain because 
it has a big-box store label 
on it, and then they have 
huge issues down the road 
because they have to try and 
remove the old stain to put 
a new one on,” he says. “You 
get what you pay for, but it is 
well worth the money to buy 
a premium stain.” 

Like Mallett, Joshua Cz- 
erwinslci, sales and design

Edmonton, says low main¬ 
tenance is a huge request 
from his customers when it 
comes to decking and related 
products. 

“In the last five to 10 years 
the low-maintenance prod¬ 
ucts have improved substan¬ 
tially,” says Czerwinslci. “The 
selection out there is a lot 
bigger than it was.

Deck construction, much 
like other home improve¬ 
ment projects, is increas¬ 
ingly being tackled by 
homeowners. Czerwinski 
and Mallett say basic deck 
construction is something 
someone with basic to 
intermediate carpentry 
skills can do. 

Before taking on a deck 
project, Czerwinski says 
there are three essential 
things to look at. 

• “The important parts 
for a homeowner to 
pay attention to when 
building a deck are the 
foundation and the way 
the deck attaches to the 
house through a ledger 
board,” he says. 

• “They should also famil¬ 
iarize themselves with 
all the necessary permits 


and follow all your local 
building codes, and that 
would cover safety.” 

The biggest issues Czer¬ 
winski says homeowners 
run into with deck 
construction have to do 
with the length of time 
they’ve given them¬ 
selves to complete the 
project. 

“A lot of times they will 
have friends or family 
come help out and they 
will be doing the project 
incorrectly or sometimes 
it will be taking much 
too long,” he says. “Most 
of the time it is the com¬ 
bination of those two 
things.”

Nurturing Nordic 
traditions. National 
design policy builds on 
Arctic nation’s trove of 
imagery and folklore 


Being a small, sparsely 
populated island nudged up 
against the edge of the Arctic 
Circle hasn’t stopped Iceland 
from nurturing a rich and 
varied design industry. 

While Viking runes, vin¬ 
tage Northern architecture 
and eons-old natural ele¬ 
ments inspire much of the 
country’s design and craft 
work, “the field is young, 
and we’ve taken steps to 
develop the industry as a 
whole,” says Sari Peltonen, 
spokeswoman for the Ice¬ 
landic Design Centre. The 
first national design policy 
was published this spring, 


and the Iceland Academy of 
the Arts gave its first mas¬ 
ter’s degrees in design. 

Peltonen says much of 
modern Icelandic design 
speaks to the island’s rugged 
geography, history and folk¬ 
lore (full of epic sagas and 
tales of magical wee folk). 

Wool gathering 

The country’s signature 
sheep’ s-wool sweater is 
known as lopapeysa; the 
wool has two layers, making 
it light, airy and water-resist¬ 
ant.

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Making scents: Floral aromas 
vary to attract pollinators 


The sweet smell of 
reproductive success. 

Flowers release their 
aromas to arouse 
the bugs and the 
bees, not humans 


Wave after wave of scent has 
filled the air since the garden 
awakened in spring. Most 
prominent have been the aro¬ 
mas from daffodil blossoms, 
plum, flowering currant, and 
now dame’s rocket, pinks and 
roses. 

Of course, it’s not for us 
that flowers waft those some¬ 
times delectable aromas. 
Evolutionarily speaking, we 
don’t return the favour with 
anything more than the car¬ 
bon dioxide that we, and all 
other animals, breathe out, 


and that plants use for photo¬ 
synthesis. 

Flowers release their aro¬ 
mas to attract pollinators. 
As such, floral aromas might 
mimic countless other kinds 
of aromas, depending on just 
what creature a particular 
flower is trying to attract. 

Some of those floral aro¬ 
mas are actually unpleasant 
to us. Skunk cabbage (smelly 
and inedible) is a good ex¬ 
ample, but there are worse 
— or better — examples. The 
arum lily of South Africa, for 
example: From its spathe, a 
spilce-like inflorescence of 
many small flowers rising up 
from what looks like an up¬ 
ended purple skirt, wafts the 
smell of rotting flesh. This 
aroma is perfect for attracting 
the carrion beetles that pol¬ 
linate this plant. Heat gener¬ 
ated inside the inflorescence 
heightens the morbid effect 


and helps pump the aroma 
out into the atmosphere. 

But on to more pleas¬ 
ant aromas — for instance, 
flowers that mimic phero¬ 
mones, the scents that female 
animals give off to signal 
their readiness to mate. Of 
course, those ersatz phero¬ 
mones coming from flowers 
are directed at insects, be¬ 
cause they are the ones 
flowers want to attract to per¬ 
form pollination. 


Floral deception 

More than mere scent may 
be needed to keep an insect 
on a flower. The mirror or¬ 
chid, for example, deceives 
the male bees that pollinate 
it by not only smelling like 
receptive female bees, but 
also by looking like them. 

After one or two flowers, 
any smart bee is going to 
realize that he’s not deal¬ 
ing with a real female and 


give up trying. So to keep up 
the deception, each mirror 
orchid plant smells slightly 
different; it takes a half doz¬ 
en or so before a bee catches 
on, and by then the flowers 
have gotten what they want¬ 
ed. 

Even more intricate in 
its deception is the bucket 
orchid of Central Amer¬ 
ica, which splays out little 
“buckets” filled with a 
quarter-inch of perfumed 
liquid. Each of the 20 or so 
species of this plant has a 
slightly different perfume 
— although the differences 
are undetectable to us — 
according to the species of 
iridescent bee it means to 
attract. In the flurry of activ¬ 
ity around a bucket, an oc¬ 
casional bee falls in. As the 
bee squeezes out through a 
narrow tube, it incidentally 
pollinates the orchid flower. 

Aromas that please humans 

What makes a scent pleas¬ 
ing to humans? Perhaps, as 
with bees, some aromas con¬ 
jure up pleasant primeval 
associations. At any rate, 
we like them enough to put 
great effort into capturing 


and bottling them. 

The first essential oil, 
attar of rose, was bottled 
by the Arabian physician 
Avicenna about 1,000 years 
ago. Two hundred years 
later, Eleanor of Aquitaine 
had 2,500 pounds of violets 
crushed to make 1 pound of 
violet attar. 

Humans soon learned to 
preserve a scent better by 
combining it with a fixa¬ 
tive. Fixatives originally 
were musk extracted from 
the genital area of deer 
and ambergris from sperm 
whales, but now synthetics 
are also used.

A rose by any other name 


As an alternative to the 
elaborate extraction and 
fixing of floral aromas, 
consider planting a rose 
outside your back door, 
then stepping outside and 
putting your nose to it. 
Even better, plant a spec¬ 
trum of scented blossoms 
for sensory thrills from late 
winter to late fall.

This dish offers a touch

“If the stuffing isn’t cooked 
before filling the duck breasts, 
this dish will require more 
cooking time, which will over¬ 
cook the duck and toughen the 
meat,” writes Jean-Paul Grappe 
in his book Basil, Thyme, Cori¬ 
ander and Other Herbs.

Argentina beat Nigeria 3-2 in 
their last World Cup group 
match on Wednesday, with 
Lionel Messi and Ahmed Musa 
scoring two goals each before 
Marcos Rojo kneed in the win¬ 
ner. 

Argentina won Group F 
while Nigeria also advanced 
despite the loss, becoming the 
first African team in the round 
of 16 in Brazil. 

Messi had his best match of 
the World Cup so far, scoring 
twice in the first half to boost 
his tournament total to four 
goals, and repeatedly cutting 
up Nigeria’s defence with daz¬ 
zling runs and clever passes. 

“We played against a team 
that wanted to play,” Messi 
said. “I think we saw a good 
Argentina. We need to con¬ 
tinue on this path.” 

The Argentina captain 
needed less than three minutes 
to finish Nigeria goalkeeper 
Vincent Enyeama’s clean sheet 
in Brazil, slamming in the re¬ 
bound after Angel Di Maria’s 
shot bounced off the post. Ni¬ 
geria replied within a minute 
as Musa cut in from the left 
and beat Sergio Romero with 
a curling shot toward the far 
post. 

Nearing halftime Messi test¬ 
ed Enyeama with a 25-metre 
free kick that the ’keeper 
struggled to push to a comer. 
Having found his aim, Messi 
was ice cold when Nigeria 
gave up another free lack 
just moments later. This time 
Enyeama was stunned as the 
ball slipped in just inside the 
post. 

“Messi is one of heck of a 
player, he’s blessed. You can’t 
take it away from him,” Ni¬ 
geria coach Stephen Keshi 
said. “Messi is from Jupiter, he

is different.” 

The second half started at 
the same furious pace as the 
first, with two goals within the 
first five minutes.
